Market Basket negotiations ongoing and going and going

TEWKSBURY- WILMINGTON - The 
roller coaster ride of the last six weeks 
for employees and customers of 
Market Basket raised, and crashed, 
expectations for a deal that would 


allow Arthur T. Demoulas to regain the , 


helm of the 7l-store grocery chain 


based in Tewksbury. 

A contingency plan is being devel- 
oped in the event a deal is not brokered 
between the feuding sides of the 
Demoulas family. Such a plan could 
mean as many as 61 store closings for 
Market Basket and employee termina- 
tions, according to The Boston Globe. 
The company continues to hemorrhage 
cash as business has. reportedly 
dropped 90 percent in most stores.

WILMINGTON - Two heavy trucks 
collided last Thursday afternoon on 
Route 62, leading to a fuel spill that 
shut down the corridor and snarled 
traffic for commuters. 

A tractor-trailer hauling gravel was 
apparently sideswiped by a large dump 


truck, said Fire Department Deputy 
Gary Donovan. The cause of the acci- 
dent remains under investigation, but

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Boiler fire at Woburn Street School

WILMINGTON - A small fire at the - 


Woburn Street School Sunday morning 
left behind minimal damage just 
before schools opened Tuesday. 

The fire started at about 10:45 am in 
the boiler, the result of a delayed igni- 
tion according to Deputy Fire Chief 
Gary Donovan. The Fire Department 
responded to the scene and remained 


on site into the afternoon. 
Superintendent of Public Buildings, 
George Hooper, also responded to the 
scene. 

Hooper confirmed that the boiler is 
original to the building, circa 1963. The 
boiler, like all the heating systems in 
the schools, was previously serviced, 
cleaned, and test fired over the sum- 
mer. In this case a pressure regulator 
valve failed. The fire was entirely con- 
tained inside the boiler, but smoke did 
emanate from the unit. 


Superintendent Mary DeLai told the 
Town Crier that the Fire Department 
was still on the scene at 12:37 pm as the 
fire continued to smolder. She arrived 
at 1:00 pm and spoke to Dep. Donovan, 
though any smoke that had been in the 
boiler room had dissipated by that 
time. 

“A limited amount of smoke did filter 
into the building but the custodian on 
site ventilated the ae by opening

Local 
pantries 
impacted 
by boycott

WILMINGTON - Sametiines 
actions have unintended con- 
sequences. Sometimes they 
are subtle, but perhaps.no 
less significant. Such is the 
case with the Market Basket 
boycott and the local food 
pantries. 

While the community con- 
tinues to be generous, Dianna 
DiGregorio — of the 
Wilmington Community 
Fund (food pantry sponsors) 
explains that there are still 
challenges. "If we are miss- 
ing things, we go out to buy. 
them," she explains. "They 
are more costly now.” 
Monetary donations are not 
buying as much food as they 
would have at Market 
Basket. Other stores’ singly 
charge more. 

Another challenge is the 
timing as Bob DiPalma, the 
pantry founder, points out. 
Summer is traditionally a 
slow period ‘for donations. 
And now as children return 
to school, they need food for 
lunches. The pantry needs 
jelly, juice boxes, and lunch 
snacks as well as items like 
canned pasta. “Kids come 
home from school and 
they're alone, and they need 
something they can fix to 
eat." DiPalma says. "We 
want safe, nutritious, and 
healthy food for them." 

The Tewksbury pantry has 
experienced the same superb 
community support. In fact, 
they are fortunate because 
they had very a successful 
food drive in early summer. 
"We can weather any incon- 
sistencies, but only for: the 
short term,” Todd Johnson; 
one of the directors, reports. 
They understand the poten- 
tial challenges. "The situa- 
tion requires us to be. aware 
of the events and anticipate 
our needs," he says. "We may 
have to take steps we haven't 
had to in the past." 

The suggested donations 
list on the Tewksbury Pantry 
website focuses on non per- 
ishables, mainly canned 
goods, and some non-food 
items too. Johnson expects 
their demand to pick up 
through the fall and into 
early winter months. 

Both pantries have food 
drop off bins at their loca- 
tions. Wilmington’s Food. 
Pantry is at 142 Chestnut 
Street (Old South School 
House). The Tewksbury 
Community Pantry is located 
at 999 Whipple Road (DPW 
grounds). In addition, there 
are collection boxes — at 
Wilmington’s town hall ‘and 
at Lucci's Supermarket: 
Both pantries have more 
information on their web- 
sites.

| Officer Leo Markey has been gone for 22 
years, but the stories about him live on and 
on. 
| Where do you start? You could fill a book. 
There are stories about his wit, his antics, 
and his mistakes. Somewhere in the police 
station, there may be some old logs that he 
typed, full of crazy entries. If anyone had 
taped his broadcasts on the police radio, it 
would have been prime comedic material. 
He never broadcast jokes, per se. But his 
verbiage for police business included some 
truly clever material. 
| Leo was a road patrol officer for years. He 
then spent the last years of his career as the 
desk man on the 4 to midnight shift, where 
he became a prolific interpreter of police 
activity. Unfortunately, most of his com- 
ments are not printable.

"It's suppressed,” Leo would say, “and. it 
better stay that way." 

Fay, who later became Superintendent of 
Schools, contributed several stories for this 
article. 

Back in his early days, when the stretch of 
Main Street from the Shawsheen Avenue 
bridge to Bridge Lane was all woods, Leo 
backed the cruiser into a little path one 
night determined to nab Freddie Cain, 
Freddie Ward and Frannie Bannister, who 
were using that stretch as a drag strip. 
When they came roaring by as usual, Leo 
jammed the gas to the floor, only to shoot 
back 40 feet into the woods. Gildart’s wreck- 
er had to pull the cruiser out. 

Which is not to say that he wasn’t a good 
police officer. John Leo Markey served on 
the Wilmington Police Dept. for 34 years, 
from the early 50s to 1985. Leo was a 
licensed pilot and instructor and a good pho- 
tographer. 

As crazy as his antics were, he was deadly 
serious about flying and safety in the air. He 
was a great teacher. He taught Fay to fly 
and got him licensed. “One of the hardest 
part of learning is the landings. Judging the 
height, speed and flaring requires the most 


windows and using fans,” 
said DeLai. Fire fighters 
took readings from carbon 
monoxide detectors through- 
out the building, though no 
CO was detected. By 3 PM 
the boiler was back to nor- 
mal temperature. 

Staff from the Department 
of Public Buildings checked 
the building Monday morn- 
ing and reported no issues 
or concerns. 

“There wasn’t any kind of 
hazard in terms of air quali- 
ty,” assured Donovan, 
adding that there wasn’t any 
soot in the building and fans 
dissipated any fumes. 

Age told the Town Crier 


has been replaced, new 
parts ordered, and the build- 
ing is currently running on a 
back-up boiler.

practice,” Fay wrote. “When I 
was close to soloing, Leo and 
I went up for some take-offs 
and landings. I was nervous 
and each landing was worse 
than the one before. On the 
last one he yelled for me to 
pull over. When I stopped, he 
jumped out, turned and said, 
‘If you want to kill yourself, 
you're not taking me with 
you. Now take this plane 
around and land it properly’ 
And I did.” 

But Leo had a wit, and this 
led him to do zany things. 

For example, one time he 
found a dead skunk, which he 
put on the trunk of his police 
cruiser. He then proceeded to 
drive slowly . through 
Wilmington Plaza, looking 
straight ahead, never crack- 
ing a smile. 

There was a little real estate 
office at the Woburn line, run 
by Marion Murphy. She plas- 
tered the building with differ- 
ent real estate signs, "for 
sale, for rent", etc. One sign 
caught Leo's eye. He ripped it 
off the building and took it up 
to the square and stuck it in a 
snowbank. It read, "Get a lot 
while you’re young.” 

Not everyone appreciated 
Leo’s humor. 

Sgt. Art Kelley built a house 
on Shawsheen Avenue, next to 
his mother’s. While the house 
was under construction, a 
plumbing supply truck

showed up with about $2500 worth of plumb- 
ing supplies, C.0.D., enough to plumb an 
entire subdivision. Kelley blamed Frankie 
Griffin in the hardware store, but it was Leo 
who had placed the order. Sgt. Kelley, usual- 
ly calm and composed, was ripping mad. 

My mother, Elizabeth Neilson, was not 
fond of Leo. He came to the door one day in 
the mid- 1950s, doing the town census. After 
taking names and ages, he came to occupa- 
tion. He knew the answer already, as Larz 
was editor of the Wilmington Crusader, and 
Leo knew Larz well. So he asked, “And what 
does your husband do when he’s not in jail?” 

Vernon Randall told of riding with Leo one 
night. They found a stray cow, near Silver 
Lake. They decided it must have come from 
Yentile’s Farm. Vern said he would hold a 
rope out the window and they would lead the 
cow back to the farm. But Leo had a better 
plan. They would put the cow in the back 
seat. And that’s what they did. 

One night, Insp. Dan Ballou and several 
others returned from a stakeout. As they 
were walking in the front door, Dan decided 
to clear his shotgun. It went off, and the ric- 
ochet near blew a Hole in the desk, behind 
which sat Leo. Bobby Shelley, assessing the 
situation, labeled Ballou, "Dangerous Dan.” 
Leo perpetuated it by referring to him as 
Dangerous Dan whenever noting his activi- 
ties in the log. The name stuck with him 
until he died. 

Some of the stories about Leo would ait up 
in the paper. In 1960, there was a piece in the 
Town Notes column entitled “Who believes 
in signs?” 

(story) Officer Leo Markey can tell you of 
one man who does. 


Leo was doing duty on the new highway 
(Route 93, not finished) Tuesday, stopping 
traffic from going through an area: being 
paved. There was a big sign saying STOP:}1; 

But along came a motorist who didn’t 
believe in signs, and he sailed right through 

Leo drew his gun and fired a shot in the air 
The motorist stopped, backed up and-apolé 
gized. aT 

And Leo made him go back and use’ the 
other highways. (end) i 

Leo grew up on Brand Avenue, and. asa 
young man, went off to fight in World War 
II. When he returned home, he married 
Norinne Joyce. They eventually bought a 
large parcel on Woburn and Federal streets, 
where they built their home. The land was 
an old Indian cornfield, which had ‘been 
farmed by the Buck family for centuries: 
The Markeys were good stewards of the-land 
and kept the field open. Leo would mow it 
every year with a farm tractor. 5 

The lengths to which they went in Ha tiles 
ing the field were seen about 30 years age: 
The Reading Municipal Light Dept. wanted 
to relocate a utility pole on Woburn Street; 
which would have placed it next to the field. 
Both Leo and Norinne went to the select- 
men’s hearing to express their opposition. ‘In 
the process, they fell into arguing between 
themselves, though both were on thes same 
side of the argument.

Leo died in 1992. Norinne lived on-in: athe 
house for some 22 years. She died last 
month.

Will your kids inherit your debts after you die? 
The short answer is, not in most cases. But-there are situ- 


ations where someone could be legally responsible for pay- 
ing off your bills after death. Plus, aggressive creditors have 


| been known to coerce heirs into paying .off debts for which 


they're not responsible, just to be left alone. 

If you're afraid that your financial legacy will be a heap of 
unpaid bills, here's what you need to know and prepare for: 

In general, children aren't responsible for paying off their 
parents' unsecured debts - things like credit cards, person- 
al loans and medical bills, which aren't collateralized by 
physical property. If there's not enough money in the estate 
to pay off those bills, creditors will have to write them off. 


There are several exceptions, however: 


If your child, spouse or other acquaintance is a cosigner on 


a credit card or loan (e.g., mortgage, car, personal loan), 
they share equal responsibility for paying it off. This is why 
you should always think twice before cosigning anyone's 
loan. 


’ If someone is a joint account holder - that is; their income 


and credit history were used to help obtain the loan or cred- 

it card - they're generally responsible to pay off the balance. 
Widows and widowers are responsible for their deceased 

spouse's debts if they live in a community property state.

Note that authorized users on your credit cards aren't 
liable for repayment since they didn't originally apply for 
the credit.

explore various aspects of nature and sci- 
ence. A striking feature of the museum is the 
quality and fine condition of the interactive 
areas. On the day we visited, all of the 
exhibits were working, there was plenty of 
space for all of the children to spread out and 
explore, and each discovery seemed to cap- 
ture their interest for more than just a fleet- 
ing moment. Science areas include air play, 
aquariums, reptiles, mind games, a giant ant 
farm, a bubble lab, planets and fossils. 

Outside the museum are several glorious 
water features that scream for the kids to 
explore. Bring: a set of dry clothes and water 
shoes since this area is open until mid- 
October. 

Experiments in flow are artfully woven into 
the design. Kids start splashing in the water 
areas without realizing they are learning 
about cause and effect. 

Beyond the outdoor science labs, numerous 
trails along the Connecticut River and bor- 
dering nature’ preserve meander with 
7 interpretive signs and information pan-

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With over 200 kids, Pop Warner raring to 80 in its 51st season

‘WILMINGTON- 
Wilmington Pop Warner is 
gearing up for another 
action packed year of youth 
football and cheerleading. 

After last year’s whirlwind 
50th anniversary season saw 
multiple football and cheer- 
leading squads progress to 
state championship tourna- 
ments, returning players 
and new arrivals showed up 
to:practice on Monday night 
with:a lot to live up to, anda 
whéle lot to look forward to. 

“We want all the players to 
learn the game and to have 
fun*while they are learning 
it,”"*said longtime league 
president Deb Smith. “We 
want to make sure kids con- 
tinué to play football and 
cheefleading. There is so 
mueb focus put on just win- 
ning; and kids are pushed in 
so many directions today, as 
long-as they are having fun 
-and= learning something, 
that’s success.” 

‘This year the program cur- 
rently has 175 participants 
bétween football players and 
eheefleaders and another 90 
‘inthe new flag football pro- 
gram which gets underway 
next month. 

With the 200-plus total par- 
tieipants, Smith and the rest 
of the league have made a 
clear and concerned push to 
incréase the safety and 
comfort of all players. 
Béfere the season, coaches 
participated in the “Heads 
Up-Football” program to be 
better informed and pre- 
pared against potential head 
injuries on the field. 

According to its website, 
Heads Up Football is “A 


~eomprehensive collection of 


resources, programs, appli- 
eations and promotions to 
ereate change and address 
the. complex challenges of 
player health and safety.” 
‘Heads Up Football and 
similar programs . were 
implemented in reaction to 
increased parental concerns 
about potential head 
injuries: sustained in foot- 
ball. 

“Wilmington has taken 
every possible avenue to 
make sure that parents are 
at ease and that the safety 
of our players is first priori- 
ty,” said Smith. “I think the

amount of training that our 
coaches have had with the 
Heads Up program will 
make it so that we are play- 
ing better, safer, more con- 
cussion-aware football.” 

Along with the increased 
training in awareness, Pop 
Warner has an. athletic 
trainer on hand at every 
home game in case a med- 
ical situation arises, and has 
purchased additional med- 
ical equipment in the event 
of an incident. 

Concern over safety may 
have contributed to the drop 
in Pop Warner participation, 
with the program fielding a 
below average number of 
players this season. But 
Smith> believes that the 
Wildcat teams will still be a 
competitive against any 
opposing teams. 

“Football is still a big sport 
in Wilmington,” Smith. I 
think it will be an exciting 
year with more focus on 
safety and the fundamentals 
of the game, with a lot of 
learning. That’s the training 
avenue that we took this 
year.” 

To help with that training, 
Wilmington Pop Warner has 
brought in veteran coaches 
Shawn Maguire and Gerry 
Sullivan to impress upon the 
young players the funda- 


mentals to strong, safe foot- 
ball. Maguire is the current 
head coach at Burlington 
High School and Sullivan is 
the former WHS Head 
Coach, who has. also 
coached at Merrimack and 
Endicott College. 

“We are so lucky to have 
Shawn Maguire and Gerry 
Sullivan coaching in our 
program this year,” Smith 
said. “The youth in 
Wilmington are very lucky.” 

Maguire alone has 28 years 
of coaching experience, 
including his current tenure 
at BHS. In his short time 
with the Wildcats Pop 
Warner program, he has 
already been greatly 
impressed with the effort he 
has seen from his young 
players in the first few 
weeks of practice. 

“All the kids have done a 
great job,” Maguire said. 
“It’s great to see all the kids 
rally around each other and 
start to become a football 
team.” 

Maguire also stressed the

It is only when Spencer 
removes his helmet to 
reveal the — cochlear 
implant and hearing aid 
which allow him to hear 
that you begin to under- 
stand the long and strange 
journey which brought him 
to the Glenn Road Field for 
football practice. 

Adopted from a Russian 
orphanage at only 15 
months of age, Spencer 
received a_ cochlear 
implant in his right ear at 
the age of four. His mother, 
Lori, estimates that Nick’s 
hearing improved from 0 to 
80 percent as a result of 
the implant. 

Now, Nicholas, a guard 
and defensive end on the E 
Team, splits time between 
playing hockey and_foot- 
ball. 

“In hockey I like passing 
and scoring,” Nick said. 
“In football I really like 
tackling.” 

His parents and coaches 
alike work hard to make 
sure that Nick is given the 
same opportunities. and 
chances as any other child 
who has chosen to partici- 
pate in athletic competi- 
tion. 

“Nick, you wouldn’t know 
that he has any problems 
with hearing,” said Shawn 
Maguire, Nick’s football 
coach on the E team. “He 
does a great job on his own 
and works very hard. He’s 
a great kid.” 

Maguire has seen many 
players succeed in the 
game with circumstances 
similar to Nick. In each

and team effort allowed 


the players to overcome all 
obstacles and triumph. 

“T see this all the time,” 
Maguire said. “It’s nothing 
new.

Even in the short time 
during which Maguire has 
worked with Nick, he has 
been impressed by the 
young player’s efforts and 
abilities. It makes it that 
much easier for Maguire to 
look beyond Nick’s unique 
circumstances and focus 
on him as an athlete and 
teammate. 

“We don’t want to single 
anyone out,” Maguire said. 
“We want the kids to feel 
the same as everyone else, 
because they are.

feeling nerves whenever 
she sees him don his equip- 
ment and step out onto the 
field or ice. 

“I’m a nervous wreck,” 
Lori said. “But Nick really 
enjoys being out there.” 

Nick wears a special hel- 
met which provides extra- 
padding at the place of his 
implant and received doc- 
tor approval before first 
signing up for hockey. 


Even still, there are 
always concerns. 

“Playing sports, it’s 
always a chance,” Lori 


admitted. “But so long as 
he is having fun we sup- 
port him. And Nick never 
seems to worry about it.” 

Nick has been playing 
hockey since he was four 
years old, and has been 
playing football for the 
past two years. In both 
sports, he splits his time 
between offense and 
defense, though his 
favorite activity in either 
sport is racking up goals 
against opposing teams. 

Life just keeps getting 
busier for Nick. Along with 
football, hockey will be 
starting soon, and Nick ‘is 
currently getting ready for 
the coming’ school year, 
where he will attend the 
third grade at the Woburn 


| Street School. His sister, 


Holly, is entering seventh 
grade at the Middle 
School, meaning the entire 
Spencer household — is 
packed with incident.

: The state Senator grew up 
in both Andover and 
Tewksbury. He graduated 
from ‘Andover High School, 
the son of two public school 
teachers, before making his 
way to Pennsylvania and

Franklin & Marshall college. 
He played football and gradu- 
ated with a major in govern- 
ment and a business concen- 
tration. 

He would eventually return 
to  Massachusetts,, and 
Andover, running for the 
Board of Selectmen.

As the years went on, 
Finegold became more recog- 
nized. In 1999, he won the 
Kennedy School Fenn Award 
for Political Leadership. In 
2003, he was selected by the 
Democratic Leadership 
Council as one of the top 100 
young “Democrats to Watch.” 
Then, in 2009, he was named 


Chairman of the Joint 
Committee on 
Telecommunications, Utilities 


and Energy. 

At that.time, he champi- 
oned renewable energy poli- 
cies that have helped make 
Massachusetts a leader in 
clean energy. 

In 2010, he became the 
state Senator for Tewksbury, 
Andover, Dracut and 
Lawrence. He’s held that posi- 
tion ever since. 

Running for State 
Treasurer, Finegold has had 
to leave the comforts of 
Andover and Tewksbury 
behind and travel all over the 
state.

Choosing a caretaker for your kids 


Parents make many important decisions with regards to 
-\ their children. Though parents would probably argue all such 
-idecisions are important, it's clear some bear more signifi- 
eance than others. 

One of those decisions that ranks among the most impor- 

tant is choosing a caretaker or babysitter for your children. 
Today's families are typically two-income families, in which 
both parents work full-time jobs. As a result, children are often 
left in the care of others, and just who parents choose to be 
' those other people can be agonizing decision. However, there 
are steps parents can take to ensure they make the right deci- 
_- Sion with respect to their child's caretaker. 
* .Observe. When interviewing prospecting caretakers, 
, Observe how they interact with your child, and how your child 
interacts with them. The caretaker-child relationship is a two- 
, Way street, so weight each of these interactions equally. 

* Ask around for a recommendation. You aren't the only 
parent who needs a caretaker or babysitter, so ask friends and 
relatives if they have anyone they can recommend. It might 

not hurt to ask coworkers, either, as they likely have a similar 
work schedule as you and therefore might be able to recom- 
mend someone who's familiar with your schedule and make 
the transition as smooth as possible. 

* Drop in unannounced. Regardless of how comfortable you 

_ are with your decision once you've made it, you are still going 
., to have some concern in the back of your mind as to what's 
going on with your child at any given moment. Drop in unan- 
nounced to see just how things are going with the caretaker 
and your child when the caretaker isn't expecting you. If 
_things are going well, this will help relieve some of the fears 
or concerns you might have. 

* Involve the kids. If kids are old enough to respond, ask 


them ihc they ve of their new babysitter or cabetaiat Kids 
are often brutally honest, so you might get the most accurate 
depiction of their time with the caretaker directly from them. 

* Get references. Never hire a caretaker or babysitter who 
does not come with references. And don't take the references 
on the applicant's word. Call each reference and ask any ques- 
tions you might have. The references no doubt are aware thay 
are being used, and should not have a problem asnwering your 
questions. After all, they are parents, too. 

* Ask applicants about their own families. Many babysitter 
applicants will likely be on the younger side, either in high 
school or in college. Ask any such applicants about their own 
families, specifically whether or not they have any younger sib- 
lings whom they were trusted to care for.

A communi- 
ty concert featuring local or 
even more established artists 
willing to donate their time is a 
great way to bring a communi- 
ty together and raise money for 
a good cause. Keep ticket 
prices for the concert reason- 
able to encourage large atten- 
dance numbers, and set up con- 
cession stands with food from 
local. vendors to raise even 
more money: 

* Cooking contest: The 
quickest way to a potential 
donor's heart might just be 
through his or her stomach.

Reward runners whose efforts 
prove especially inspiring, and 
make sure each runner goés 
home with a T-shirt to com- 
memorate the special event. 

Fundraisers are how many 
nonprofit organizations pay 
their bills and generate money 
necessary to support and fur- 
ther their causes. But fundrais- 
ers need not be adult-only, 


black-tie affairs. Organizers: 


should think outside the box 
when planning their next 
fundraisers to encourage peo- 
ple of all ages and backgrounds 
to join in the fun. 
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In fact, the Corporation for 
National & Community 
Service notes that a youth 
from a family where at least 
one parent volunteers is nearly 
twice as likely to volunteer as 
a youth from a family with no 
family members who volun- 
teer. Youngsters are often 
enthusiastic about volunteer- 
ing, and that enthusiasm only 
increases when kids find the 
right volunteer opportunities.

are ‘still at least 33 percent below their 
housing bubble peaks of almost a decade 
ago. « 


The deceleration should help ease 
some of the price pressures on would-be 
buyers. After slumping at the start of 
2014, existing-home sales have picked up 
as price gains have slowed. But buying 
Fethains 4.3 percent below the July 2013 
level,according to the National Realtors 
Association. 


Price growth should continue to slow 
now_that the recovery from the Great 
Recession has entered its sixth year. 
‘Many: economists project that the Federal 
Reserve will begin to raise short-term 
interest rates in 2015 because the econo- 
iny has strengthened, which could cause 
thortgage rates to rise from relative lows 
and make it more expensive to borrow. 


"Rising mortgage rates won't send 


housing into a tailspin, but will further 
dampen price gains," said David Blitzer, 
chairman of the index committee at S&P 
Dow Jones Indices. 


Even hot markets such as San 
Francisco — where a two-bedroom con- 
dominium can cost more than $1 million 
— are finding that price growth has 
slowed. Prices in that city rose 12.9 per- 
cent in June, compared with an annual 
growth rate of 18.4 percent in April. 


The sharp price gains of the past few 
years had been part of a natural snap 
back in response to the devastating hous- 
ing bust, which triggered the recession at 
the end of 2007. Still, the fallout from that 
downturn continues to cast a shadow over 
the real estate market. 

Nearly 35 percent of homeowners are 
"effectively underwater" on their mort- 
gages, meaning that they either have less 
than 20 percent equity in their homes or 
could not sell their properties and have 
enough money left over for a down pay- 
ment on another home, the online real 


estate firm Zillow said Tuesday. 


One consequence is that fewer home- 
owners are willing to list their homes for 
sale. The effect has been disproportion- 
ately felt among Generation X. About 19 
percent of this generation — 35- to 49-year 
olds — owe more on their mortgages than 
their homes are worth. 


That in turn makes it harder for the 
younger millennial generation to afford 
homes, said Zillow Chief Economist Stan 
Humphries. 


"Because so many homes are stuck in 
negative equity or are effectively under- 
water, the inventory of homes for sale is 
severely constrained, leading to more 
competition for those that are available," 
Humphries said. "And millennials likely 
don't have the resources to compete with 
cash offers or engage in bidding wars."

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
U.S. home prices increased at 
a slower pace in June — a 
cooldown that could continue 
for several more months. 

The Standard & 
Poor's/Case-Shiller  20-city 
home price index rose 8.1 per- 
cent in June from 12 months 
earlier, according to a 
Tuesday report. That's down 
from 9.4 percent a month ear- 
lier and the smallest annual 
gain since December 2012. 

Yearly price growth weak- 
ened in all 20 cities. Home val- 
ues in Cleveland nudged up 
just 0.8 percent. Las Vegas led 
with a 15.2 percent gain. But
